Tree Ladder 

Abstract o f the Disclosure 

A ladder for climbing trees and other vertical elements having a pair of spaced stiles, a 
plurality of rungs between such stiles and stand off elements on the stiles or rungs for spacing the 
ladder from the object to be climbed which will maintain the ladder in generally parallel relation to 
the object. Adjustable straps secure the ladder to the object. The ladder is provided in joinable 
sections to permit the same to be erected against the object without scaling the ladder.
